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FUNCTIONS  OF  OFFICE  OF  MARKETING  SERVICES 

The  Office  of  Marketing  Services  was  established  as  an  agency  of  the 
War  Food  Administration  on  January  1,  1945.    Its  functions,  among  others, 
were'  formerly  administered  by  the  Office  of  Distribution,  which  was  abolished 
on  that  date.     The  War  Food  Administration  was  abolished  on  June  30,  1945. 
The  Office  of  Marketing  Services  continued  as  one  of  the  agencies  of  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 

OMS  initiates  and  administers  certain  War  Food  Orders;  develops  and 
promulgates  standards;  conducts  inspection,  grading,  and  classification  of  farm 
products;  administers  regulatory  acts  governing  trading  and  market  operations 
and  marketing-agreement  programs;  conducts  marketing  studies  and  research; 
collects  and  disseminates  marketing  statistics  and  market  news;  provides  the 
inspection  and  grading  services  required  in  war  procurement  programs;  adminis- 
ters programs  aimed  at  improving  the  nutrition  end  well-being  of  United  States 
civilians;  performs  work  aimed  at  making  more  efficient  the  marketing  of  farm 
products  as  they  move  through  private  channels;  develops  new  uses  for  agricul- 
tural commodities;  regulates  the  flow  of  commodities  as  between  markets  and 
seasons;  works  to  assure  adequate  facilities,  such  as  containers,  warehouses, 
transportation  equipment;  and  works  with  industry  on  wartime  food  problems. 

The  War  Food  Orders  administered  by  CMS  are  designed  to  assure  equitable 
distribution  of  available  supplies  of  commodities  among  those  who  use  them, 
to  effect  economies  and  conserve  facilities  in  marketing  and  distribution,  and 
to  bring  about  other  results  desirable  from  the  standpoint  of  the  total  wartime 
food  program.    Food  orders  are  usually  prepared  in  consultation  with  the 
affected  industries,  to  assure  that  they  are  fair  and  workable. 

OMS  conducts  a  Nation-wide  market  news  service,  as  well  as  inspection  and 
grading  services,  and  is  responsible  for  programs  dealing  with  the  physical 
distribution  and  handling  of  farm  products  between  the  farmer  and  the  consumer, 
including  various  aspects  of  transportation,  storage,  processing,  standardization, 
market  organization,  and  marketing  facilities. 

Current  information  on  market  supply-and-demand  conditions,  movement, 
quality,  and  prices  of  livestock,  meats,  wool,  fruits,  vegetables,  dairy  and 
poultry  products,  grain,  hay,  feed,  cotton  and  cottonseed,  tobacco,  rice,  honey, 
and  other  farm  products  is  sent  to  producing  districts  the  country  over  by  wire, 
radio,  newspaper, „ and  mail. 

Official  standards  have  been  formulated  for  nearly  all  farm  .products, 
including  a  number  of  processed  foods.    These  standards  serve  as  a  yardstick 
with  which  producers,  dealers,  and  consumers  may  measure  quality  and  provide 
a  basis  for  market  quotations.    In  most  cases  the  use  of  the  official  stand- 
ards is  voluntary.    For  commodities  such  as  meats,  butter,  eggs,  and  a  number 
of  canned  fruits  and  vegetables,  the  use  of  labels  or  stamps  makes  it  possible 
to  carry  the  official  grade  designations  through  merchandising  channels  to 
consumers. 

An  inspection  service  is  available  in  many  of  the  principal  producing 
areas  and  receiving  centers  on  fruits  and  vegetables,  hay,  beans,  grain, 
tobacco,  and  other  products.    Grading  service  is  available  on  dairy  and 
poultry  products,  rice,  meats,  wool,  and  ca,nned  fruits  and  vegetables. 
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Classification  service  is  provided  upon  request  from  groups  of  producers 
organized  for  the  improvement  of  their  cotton.    Mandatory  and  free  inspection 
of  tobacco  is  provided  at  designated  auction  markets  where  at  least  a  two-thirds 
majority  of  producers,  voting  in  a  referendum,  have  expressed  a  desire  for  the 
service.    Food  purchased  for  the  armed  forces  and  for  domestic  distribution  to 
families  receiving  public  aid,  for  school  lunch  programs,  for  shipment  by  Red 
Gross,  and  for  the  lend-lease  program  are  inspected. 

Under  the  authority  of  section  201  of v the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act, 
the  Office  of  Marketing  Services  represents  the  farmers  before  railroad,  other 
transportation  companies,  and  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  to  obtain 
for  them  equitable  freight  rates  and  the  needed  transportation  facilities  and 
services. 

Research  is  conducted  on  standardization,  classification,  grading, 
preparation  for  market,  handling,  storage,  and  other  phases  of  the  marketing 
of  farm  and  food  products . 

A  large  number  of  market  service  and  regulatory  statutes  are  administered. 
The  more  strictly  regulatory  laws  are  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities 
Act,  the  Twenty-eight  Hour  Law,  the  Produce  Agency  Act,  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Agreement  Act,  the  Sugar  Act  of  1937^  the  Packers  and  Stockyards 
Act,  the  Standard  Container  Acts,  the  Federal  Seed  Act,  the  Insecticide  Act, 
The  'ttayaX  Stores  Act,  the  Dairy  Exports  Act,  and  the  Tobacco  Seed  and  Plant 
Exportation  Act.    Service  statutes  include  the  Cotton  Grade  and  Staple 
Statistics  Act,  the  Tobacco  Stocks  and  Standards  Act,  the  Peanut  Statistics 
Act,  and  the  Warehouse  Act,    Others,  primarily  standardization  laws,  are  the 
Cotton  Futures  Act,  the  Cotton  Standards  Act,  the  Grain  Standards  Act,  the  Expor 
Apple  and  Pear  Act,  the  Wool  Standards  Act,  and  the  Tobkcco  Inspection  Act. 


Market  news  reports  have  been  issued  continuously  since  1915  and  cover  supply, 
demand,  and  prices  prevailing  in  the  leading  wholesale  markets  and  in  many  of 
the  important  producing  areas.    The  reports  are  prepared  by  field  offices  under 
the  direction  of  the  commodity  branch  headquarters  in  Washington.    The  offices 
cover  only  the  commodities  assigned  to  the  branch  of  which  each  office  is  a 
part.    Although  the  reports  are  devoted  largely  to  the  market  in  which  the 
field  office  is  located,  most  of  the  reports  contain  information  on  other 
Important  markets  for  the  same  commodities.    Separate  mailing  lists  are 
maintained  at  each  field  office,  and  for  this  reason  requests  should  be  sent 
to  the  proper  office  in  any  given  market.

Marketing  Activities  is  designed  to  keep  marketing  officials  and  marketing 
specialists — and  the  general  public — informed  about  current  services,  technical 
research,  and  related  matters  in  the  field  of  marketing.    It  carries  articleB 
dealing  with  the  various  phases  of  marketing — standardization,  inspection,  grad- 
ing, packing,  market  reporting,  statistics,  marketing-agreement  programs, 
marketing  facilities,  regulation,  di version,  etc.      Each  issue  carries  a  list  of 
printed  and  processed  reports  issued  by  CMS  during  the  month  preceding.  The 


periodical  is  much  used  by  editors  of  food  and  commodity  trade  publications,  who 
reprint  stories  from  it. 

Issued  about  the  15th  of  each  month  from  Washington. 

Summary  of  Active  Food  Orders  takes  into  account  the  War  Food  Orders  and  amend- 
ments to  them  that  have  been  added  or  discontinued  during  the  month  preceding 
issuance  of  the  publication.    A  current  summary  of  each  active  order  is  given. 

Issued  about  the  10th  of  each  month  from  Washington. 

Food  For  Folks,  a  press  release  series  about  nutrition,  is  issued  through  local 
nutrition  committees  for  publication  in  small-town  daily  and  weekly  newspapers. 
This  series  is  a  companion  to  the  radio  script  series  "Food  Makes  a  Difference" 
(see  page  30  ) . 

Local  Broadcasts.    Radio  stations  are  provided  with  information  on  markets, 
marketing,  food  supplies,  and  other  CMS  activities  and  functions  through  regular 
and  special  releases.    The  radio  services  include  spot  announcements,  background 
material,  various  kinds  of  scripts,  transcriptions,  and  regular  and  special 
broadcasts  by  CMS  officials  over  local  stations  of  the  major  networks. 

0M5  continues  to  depend  primarily  on  local  radio  stations  for  the  dissemination 
of  its  information  through  this  medium.    Market  reports  covering  wholesale 
markets  for  farm  products  are  carried  by  more  than  500  radio  stations.  Many 
market  reports  are  broadcast  direct  from  local  0M5  offices  and  presented  during 
and  after  the  markets  1  operating  hours .    Some  reports  are  provided  to  nearby 
radio  stations  by  messenger  and  telephone,  but  by  far  the  largest  number  of 
stations  are  supplied  with  market  news  through  special  arrangements  with  the 
Nation-wide  press  associations.    All  of  the  more  important  commodities  at  major 
markets  are  now  covered  in  the  reports  prepared  for  and  transmitted  by  these 
wire  services. 

Radio  Round-Up.    A  weekly,  USDA-wide  service,  available  to  directors  of  women's 
radio  programs,  that  gives  the  complete  food  "picture"  and  other  items  of 
interest  to  homemakers.    Stories  on  home-front  supplies,  U.  S.  food  abroad, 
marketing  services,  nutrition,  food  preservation,  clothing,  and  equipment  are 
included.    Round-Up  copy  is  rushed  from  Washington  by  teletype  and  airmail 
to  the  five  Area  offices.    These  offices  add  information  of  local  interest 
and  mimeograph  Round- Up  for  exclusive  Monday  delivery  to  about  600  radio 
stations.    On  the  following  Wednesday  copies  are  mailed  to  about  900  other 
key  information  people  who  have  requested  the  service — home  economists  in 
business,  advertising  writers,  etc. 

Wire  Food  Feature  (Vitamins  for  Victory).    A  600-word  script  is  sent  each  day 
to  550  stations  over  the  United  Press  wire.    Area  offices  of  0MS  provide  250 
words  covering  foods  available  in  the  area.    This  feature  covers  nutrition,  food 
supply,  food  conservation,  preservation,  and  other  marketing  services  of  interest 
to  homemakers.    This  outlet  promotes  the  use  of  foods  in  good  supply. 

Orange  and  Green  Series.    Two  releases  are  prepared  each  week  for  distribution 
from  Area  offices.    These  releases  explain  the  program  of  the  Office  of  Market- 
ing Services  in  chatty  first-person  style.    The  distribution  of  each  scries  is 
limited  to  stations  whose  primary  coverage  areas  do  not  overlap.    Area  offices 
of  the  Marketing  Reports  Division  of  CMS  should  be  consulted  as  to  availability.. 
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Food  Ifckes  a  Difference*  A  service  exclusive  to  State  and  county  nutrition 
committoes  who  arrange  for  the  local  broadcast  of  this  script.    These  scripts 
cover  nutrition  and  OMS  programs  related  in  any  way  to  nutrition. 

Federal  Food  Reporter  and  Wartime  Food  Bulletins.    Area  offices  and  about  20 
market  news  offices  provide  information  on  the  supply,  quality,  and  price  trends 
of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables.    In  addition  to  radio,  these  reports  go  to 
newspapers  and  key  information  people.    These  are  designed  to  aid  the  homemaker 
in  her  food  buying  and  help  the  producer  by  directing  consumer  interest  to  those 
foods  in  heaviest  supply. 

Transcriptions.    Recordings  are  made  in  Washington  for  distribution  to  local 
stations  and  regional  networks  by  the  Area  offices  of  OMS. 

Services  by  Area  Offices.    In  addition  to  supplementing  the  national  releases, 
Area  offices  of  the  Marketing  Reports  Division  provide  a  number  of  radio 
services  of  regional  nature,  including  scripts  for  local  station  use  directed 
to  farm  audiences  and  to  homemakers.    These  offices  provide  daily  market 
summaries  for  transmission  to  radio  stations  by  press  associations,  present 
guest  speakers  on  regular  schedules  over  many  stations,  and  make  special 
arrangements  for  talks  by  USDA  officials  on  field  trips.    More  details  on 
the  services  available  from  the  Area  offices  may  be  had  upon  request. 

New  foigiand  Radio  News  Service.    A  joint  Federal-State  office  maintained  under 
the  general  supervision  of  the  Office  of  Marketing  Services.    This  office 
provides  a  script  service  five  times  a  week  to  24  stations  in  New  England, 
special  services  to  certain  radio  stations  and  press  associations,  and  conducts 
daily  programs  over  W3Z-WBZA  and  the  Yankee  Network. 

REPORTS  ON  RPGULATORY  ACTIVITIES 

Packers  and  Stockyards  Act.    The  "P  &  S  Docket,"  issued  monthly  from  Washing- 
ton, provides  a  report  o£  action  taken  on  cases  arising  under  this  act.  Brief 
descriptions  of  cases  on  which  action  has  been  \,aken  during  the  month  preceding 
the  date  of  issue  are  included.    They  arts  followed  by  items  of  general  interest, 
including  a  statement  as  to  stockyards  posted  and  deported  during  the  month. 
A  tabular  statement  shows  new  docke+ i  issued  and  dockets  on  which  some  action 
has  been  taken. 

Federal  Seed  Act.  Reports  as  to  action  taken  under  zhs  Feoeral  Seed  Act  are 
issued  'from  tiro  to  time  in  tne  form  of  press  releases  or  as  notices  sent  to 
trade  publications  and  cooperating  State  agencies. 

Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act,    At  intervals  a  mimeographed  circular 
is.  issued  giving  summaries  of  decisions  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  which 
publication  of  the  facts  has  been  ordered.    A  Digest  of  Decisions  of  the 
Secretary  is  available  in  loose-leaf  mimeographed  form.    This  is  revised  from 
time  to  time. 

Insecticide  Act.    Pamphlets  containing  notices  of  .judgment  in  cc  rt  rctions 
against  manufacturers  of  insecticides  and  fungicides  (incluij  nr  v 1 1  infect  ants) 
or  involving  consignments  of  their  products  removed  from  the  charm    s  of 
commerce  by  process  of  seizure  are  issued  from  Washington  from  tin e  to  time 
during  the  year.
